no scientific demonstration. But there 
are occasional illustrations of its frequent 
truth which are impressed upon tho 
mind with indelible force. 


The democratic platform ot 18S-1 bris- 


tled all over with eoousatious igainst 
the republican sot general bnbory/exc-s-- 
sivo taxation, universal corruption and 
especially 
universal extravagance. In 


the press and among the orators of the 
first named party, the English language, 
with its vocabulary of 130.COO words— 
and constantly increasing—did not con- 
tain enough of the kind with which they 
wonted to express their horror and de- 
testation of the depraved methods and 
eitravagaut habits by which tho once 
frea and happy people of this great 
nation had become so corrupted and de- 
based. It is doubtful 
if. anywhere in 


history can be discovered HO vrst an ac- 
cumulation of despairing speeches as 
were made in tho kit presidential cam 
paigu—speeches 
which 
foretold 
tho 


speedy downfall of this republic if the 
vioiousness and extravagance of the ras- 
cally republicans could not be sue:eeded 
by the virtue and security of tho un- 
adulterated democracy. 


It is not to be denied that when this 


party came into power it accomplished 
something in tho .ray of economy and 
reform. It is admitted for the suke of 
argument that a few hundred girla more 
or less—were turned out of toe curruucy 
bureau and the patent office; but if soy 
further efforts in the line ot economy 
and reform were inaugurated and canied 
into execution they are not iioiv recalled. 
And now in less than a year eioce that 
party came into power its members in 
the service of the goveinment are not 
only clamoring that they have ta work 
too hard, but that there should be an 
increase in the clerical force of almost 
every official. Not a sound is heard nor 
a Juneral note, expressive of the deep 
griff of the patriotic democratic soul, at 
the fact lhat treasury clerks have to work 
only four or five hours per day; bu' 
there ia a loud and general wail that the 
duties are altogether too laboiious.

labor with ease and eipedition to thuir 
proixsr destiny. 


The opposite style ot this rambling charac- 


ter of London mny best seen in Berlin. The 
iiingiliticent capital 
of Prussia—or now, 


rather, of Germany—has morn-tub aspect of 
u manufai-ture than a growth. 
Tho streets 


run rank and file, like the battalions of a 
great army. They aro utterly without the 
friwloni, the pictunsquoness, and the ever- 
i-hanKiiig diversity which is tho great charn: 
iif London—of course, we repeal here, of 
whole districts of London which ore a.s bold 
us tl.o most prosaic lines ot streets in Berlin 
,,r Mannheim, and as destitute of any dis- 
tinctive feature us a feeble curate's first ser- 
mon, in which the skeleton ot some "Preach- 
er's help" lias been tricked up into the cus- 
toincjy proprieties of tho pulpit. 


But these long rows of tasteless monopoly 


in London aro only parts, which in other 
eities would make tho whole, and are, more- 
over, largely relieved either by B grand 
sweep of the adjacent parks or by those fre- 
quent green squares of open ground which 
add a charm to the most prosaic architect- 
ure of a town, simLlar to that eonferred by 
the bending river on tho monotony of a 
wide campaign. 


As to England generally, tho presence ot 


this f rah and fragrant green—not in strips 
only here and there, but everywhere, m 
large, interminable swamps—gives a charm 
to the landscape w'ith which neither Italy 
nor Germany nor any fairest continental 
country can vie, so in London the glory of 
green trees, vividly fresh among the dullness 
of old bricky courts, and beneath thu pall of 
a frequently cloudy sky, brings thu memory, 
so to speak, and a certnta afflatus of the 
country into the town, just as the arms o: 
the sea on the west ot tho Highlands run 
with a graceful willfulnoss up to tlie root of 
tho bens, bringing the strong breath of 
ocean along with them. This strange and 
unexpected combination of contrary things 
Ull the eye with changes of a pleasurable 
surprise.'—CasseU's Family Magazine.

Every dotuil Is lost. There is only a groat 
sweop of tfroon, thinly veiled boro and thoro 
by stroaks of mist, shading into purple and 
bluo. How wide tho outlook is! Is seouu 
r.idloss, bocauiO tbo furthor limit is undis- 
litisuishablo from th» sky, and a lon^ -way 
;t.is, sovonty-ilvo milos, as tlio crow llios, to 
tlio famous volcanoes, only visible now a-i 
thuir snowy tops catch tho sun, and with 
difilcnlty distinguishablo from tho cloud 
erusts bohind. From 
our lofty vantage 


ground wo command two valloys. 
This to 


tho westward is tho valloy of tho Loi'ina, 
ouo ot tho longsst of tbe Mexican rivers, 
dominated by its- ovrn lofty poak, tho oitlnct 
volcano of Nevada du Toluca.

weather during January; since them 
sunshine, with occasional fogs; no frcst 
or snow, end very httle wind. 
Vegeta- 


tion keeps on apace. The fields and hill- 
sides are green with grass and alfarilla; 
tie flower and'fruit gurdens are bloom- 
In;; in profusion; the orange nnd.tte 
peach are in blossom. The former has its 
ripening fruit at tho same time, now just 
becoming palatable. The new toliogo on 
tho orange is perceptible by its color,— 
the old remaining all tho year, dark and 
chining green. The orange trco is about 
as large as « medium-sized apple tree. 
Whore tbe ohrnate, soil and cultivation 
are propitious, the fruit is so abundant 
that the limbs are frequently propped to 
prevent breaking. 
There are two or 


three varieties, the Naval orange, the 
beet, being large, luscious arid seedless. 
They aie in danger of losing their orange 
trees from the cottony-scale insect which 


IBS appeared within two or three years. 
One thousand dollars is offered for an 
effectual remedy. I fear they will not 
3nd it, and in thit case the orange 
miinC go," from southern California.

Not only 
is the river a source ot offensive exbala' 
tion.bnt the earth, on all the lots on 
whioh ars tho habitation of tho people, is 
getting permeated, more and more each 
year, with accumulations of human ex. 
uvia. 
Let this grow for twenty-five 


ysars without sufficient or no drainage ot 
all, as is most common in all cities, and 
what have you but a seething mass of 
corruption ready for the great destroyer, 
when bu comes in the shape of diphthe- 


ria, typhoid fever and cholera. The peo. 
pie of Janesville, as well as Los Angeles 
know about that without forther intima- 
tion. And here, where is the drainage to 
go, it not into the river, to poison its 
'waters, with what cornea from other towns 
above? Tuis river water is used for do- 
mestic purposes here,—not obtained by 
water works, but in open ditches, from 
long distances, towards the mountains. 
In rainy time tho water is muddy, end 
has to be boiled for drinking, to kill the 
germa, I suppose. 
Now, with contami- 


nated air and water, what chance is there 
for tbe invalid" None. He must go to 
the mountains or the sonside.

Already 
people ure making preparations for a 
camp life, in tents or rude cottages by 
the seaside, and on the heights. 


I am amazed that people here do not 


use cisterns in whioh to accumulate the 
water, whioh falls in abundance during 
tbe winter. Scarcely one oan bo found 
It would be a great blessing it It wtre 
the practice, especially it they had tho 
appliance used by my friend, Mr. Veeder, 
in Janesville—a sort of a chain pump 
with elevator cups, to got the water from 
tho cistern, and to cerate it by carrying 
down into the water, atmospheric air, 
which keeps it sweet in the hottest 
weather. 


This city has no paved street—in wat 


weather mud, and when dry, dust. In 
the most used streets, sprinkling goes on 
industriously in dry weather.

in this city is good for consumptives or 
dyspeptics, almosl in every direction from 
this central locality can b» found charm- 
ing places in the country, not more than 
one hundred miles distant, whioh would 
benefit if not cure those who have not 
waited too long.
